Jack O’Brien, of Philadelphia, showed his calibre as 
a fighter and incidentally added to his bank account by 
beating Kid Carter, of Brooklyn, in three rounds be- 
fore the West End A. C., St. Louis, April 28. 

The fight was a vicious one while it lasted and gave 
the big crowd a chance to see what a wonderful pugilist 
O’Brien really is. He displayed great footwork and his 
hitting powers seemed to be at their best. Carter's quick 
finish was a@ surprise, as everybody believed he would 
at least have made a longer session of it. O’Brien had 
the callin the betting at the odds of 
6to5on. Carter’s friends were not 
back ward and gobbled up wagers at 
this price, with avidity. Carter’s re- 
cent defeat by George Cole, the 
negro, at Philadelphia, when the 
Kid was knocked out, was appar- 
ently forgotten by his admirers, 
who cheered and backed him, 
Carter declared that he was out of 
form on that occasion and his friends 
believed him. This time, however, 
he was in superb condition. So was 
O’Brien, who is painstaking when it 
comes to being in trim. Harry 
Sharpe was the referee. 

The encounter wus at 168 pounds, 
and limited to fifteen rounds. Both 
tipped the beam at this scale at 6 
o’clock. Carter expressed confidence 
in his ability to knock O’Brien out 
before the mill, while O Brien figured 
on a victory before the termination 
of the tenth round, 

Only one preliminary bout was put 
on. It wasfor six rounds, between 
Mike Harty, of Chicago, and an “un- 
known.” Harty got the verdict on 
points, When this bout was over 
the crowd numbered 5,000. O’Brien 
was the first to enter the ring. While 
he was getting ready Carter appeared, 
O’Brien’s handlers were Billy Hur- 
ley, Chris Ward and George Monroe, 
of New York.

IN JEFF-MUNROE FIGHT 


Jack O’Brien Says He Can Beat McCoy and Fitzsimmons 
and Stand Off Jeffries for Ten Rounds. 


** MISTAH ” JACK JOHNSON AGAIN IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


J. Edward Britt Comes to New York and Says a Few Things---Gontradicts Young 
Corbett and Vindicates Graney---Small Talk in Pugilism. 


-_—_- 


Despite the opposition of the Jack Munroe 
party to Releree Eddie Graney, that well-known gen- 
tleman will be In the ring at San Francisco on the 
eventfal night when the Butte miner attempts to 


dethrone Champion Jeffries, acting in his official 
capacity. The feeling against Graney growing out of 
the recent fight between James Edward Britt and 


Young Corbett has been somewnat allayed by explana- 
tions emanating from the Britt party. Corbett and his 
friends returned East with sensational stories of being 
robbed and jJobbed by Graney under the direction of a 
few ‘sure thing’ sons of the Golden West with betting 
proclivities, and of course their friends readily imbibed 


the details and shared the feeling of dissatisfaction thus | 


engendered. Britt's story of what took place in the 
ring when he fought Young Corbett has served to re- 





move a public prejudice against Graney, and he stands | 


endorsed as the most capable man to officiate in the 
ring when the champlonship battle is fought. 

Munroe bas no personal objection to Graney, al- 
though being in the same “stable’’ with Young Cor- 
bett, at least so far as the management is concerned. 
Manager Harry Pollock has been the most persistent 
kicker against Graney, and has said that the fight shall 
not take place if Graney enters the ring to officiate, but 
the Youemite Athletic Club people bave insisted that 
Graney and no other shall referee the fight, and Pol- 
lock will probably be convinced that it will be to his 
interests to accept the inevitable, likewise the alterna- 
tive. As I said before, Munroe himself has not ob- 
jected to Graney, and says he is not particular about 
who acts as referee, 

“| am friends with all the California men,” said he, 
“and all that I ask is that the man understands the 
rules and has experience.”’ 

Jeffries, however, wants Graney. Delaney declares 
that Graney and no other man will referee on the 
night when the champion meets the miner, 

Delaney writes thatJeffries is doing light work, and 
will start active training within a week, 

“The big fellow only requires six weeks of exercise,” 
writes Delaney, “and he will certainly getit. Jeftries 
does not intend to be lax in his training. He will pre- 
pare just as conscientiously for Munroe as he has for 
the other men he has met in the past. You know 
Munroe is a husky fellow and might do things if Jeff- 
ries was out of condition.” 

Munroe certainly intends to do his utmost to win, 
and while he is confident of giving Jeffries a good fight, 
does not say that he is sure of getting the decision. He 
admitted that it is the general impression of the public 
that he was the under dog and that he was in fora 
good t eating, but he declared modestly he would do his 
best and trust to luck and the referee. 

“I will enter the ring weighing about 190 or 195, 
which will necessitate training down some ten pounds, 
for I now weigh 25,” said Munroe. ‘Since meeting 
Jeff at Butte I have learned a few new points and 
ought to put up a better fight. 

‘Kid McCoy will train me for the fight. Jeffries will 
bave the advantage in ring experience, hitting power 
and weight, but otherwise I think we are pretty evenly 
matched.”’

Several energetic promoters of publicity, 
or press agents, are industriously engaged in otante 
excite public interest in the matter of who is the cham- 
pion middleweight pugilist of America, Kid McCoy’s 
representative contends that the wily Hoosier is the 
man; Tommy Ryan says, through his pen and pencil 
medium, “I am it,”’ while Philadelphia Jack O’ Brien’s 
man contends that the latter made both Ryan and Mc- 
Coy Jump through a couple of very small holes and in 
consequence he is the real thing. Some of the stuff 
which emanates from the O’Brien bureau of publicity 
is vastly amusing, to say the least. First he has him- 
self asked a series of questions as follows: 

Can Philadelphia Jack O’Brien defeat Kid McCoy ? 

Can he defeat Bob Fitzsimmons ? 

Can he stand off Jim Jeffries for ten rounds ? 

To all of which O’Brien answers ‘ yes,”” and then by 
way of explanation we are told that he is seeking 
matches with Fitzsimmonsand Jeffries, and is matched 
with McCoy, so it must be said in his favor that he has 
the courage of his convictions, and is willing to make 
three public demonstrations of his ability against the 
three greatest men in the ring to prove that he is right 
when he says he can beat both McCoy and Fitzsim- 
mons at any old weight, and can stand off the world’s 
champion for ten rounds, 

What he can do with Tommy Ryan we are not told, 
but as the latter recently punched him to pieces and to 


rounds, it is presumed that Ryan only evades another 
meeting because of the fear that he might be murdered, 





act of McCoy, All disinterested persons who witnessed 
the proceedings on that eventful night agree that 
McCoy’s act in throwing the wet sponge into the ring 
at O’Brien was an act of humanity on the former's 
part to enable O’Brien, who was weak from the 
punching he bad received, to avoid being knocked out 
completely. 

“Tt was a dastardly attempt,” said O’Brien “by a man 
who was Installed into a position of trust taking ad- 


| vantage of his position to do almost irreparable injury 


to the one he was supposed to all and befriend. Mc- 
Coy has always denied that he threw the sponge as an 
acknowledgement of the defeat of bis principal 
(O’Brien), but the act was so palpably plain to those 
close enough to the ring to observe McCoy’s action, that 
his denials count for naught.” 

The friendly feeling that O’Brien had for McCoy, 
and it was as strong a feeling of true friendliness as 
ever existed between two men of real prominence in 
ring affairs, turned, when he fully realized the con- 
temptibleness of McCoy’s action, to bitterest hate. 

McCoy told me that O’Brien wilfully distorted his act 
of reviving bim with the cold water in the sponge, and

for it. Jeffries has said repeatedly that he will not fight 
a colored man, but in the very next breath says that he 
will make two more fights this year if he is successful 
with Munroe. There does not appear to be a ringman 
in allthe wide area where pugilism holds sway with 
sufficient inches and heft to meet te world’s champion 
after Munroe than Johnson, the conqueror of McVey. 

Many of the sports who desired to see Jeffries with- 
draw his objection to boxing a negro were divided in 
their choice of a winner ot the recent fight. Those 
who wanted to see Jeff opposed to the clever article 
longed for Johnson, while the others pined for McVey 
on the theory that if Jeffries is to be defeated it will be 
by a man of his own size and bulk with a modicum of 
science thrown in.
